The other five bids to be 
considered, concern demolition of 
the house, which if accepted, would 
cost. taxpayers from $3,420 to 
$16,878, depending on which bid is 
lowest and also meets — the 
specifications. to tear the house 
down.

“T think it's a good operation. I'd 
like to see that continue and I'd like 
to help. I'd like to be an active 
member of the board and take an 
interest in it. 

“I think the library has to serve 
the whole community. Not just the 
Anglos and not just the Mexicans. 
Everybody in an adequate manner. 

“The library is clean and well 
maintained. The people are 
courteous. The staff tries to be 
helpful and we want to keep it that 
way. Fahy is proud of the fact that 
one of his five grandchildren is an 
early reader and a frequent visitor to 
the library at her mother's 
encouragement. 

**T may not be the world’s greatest 
manager,’’ Fahy adds, ‘‘but I think I 
have talents that can be used.”’ 

Fahy, whose talents were first 
developed in Newport, Rhode Island 


Schools, graduated trom the Naval 
Academy in 1932) and 
California to serve for three vears on 
a destrover that was stationed in 
Hawan. Just before the war. he was 
a communications offier in the office 
of the chief of naval operations. He 
arrived at the Asiatic stations in 
November, 1941. just in time to go 
south with the destroyer, just betore 
World War II. 

They were sailing trom Borneo to 


came to 


Java and Fahy was the com- 
municator for, the = squadron 
commander. They left Java and 
went to Freemantle, Austrialia. 


There Fahy was named executive 
officer of a destroyer and the ship 


went home for badly needed 
upkeep. 
From there Fahy became 


executive officer of the Gillespie. a 
destroyer. After spending the winter 
of 1942-43 in Alaska, the destroyer 
went to the Atlantic to help out with 
the submarine warfare. 

*‘We escorted convoys across the 
Atlantic, mostly to the Med- 
iterranean,’’ Fahy recalls. In June 
he was name commanding officer of 
the Gillespie and operated in the 
Atlantic until the first of 1944. From 
there they went to New Guinea 
“‘where we took part in the New 


Guinea campaign” and then back to 
the third titth fleet where thes 
supported the Marines at Palau. 

The ship went home tor overhaul 
and Fahy became commanding 
officer of a brand new destroyer, the 
Miles C. Fox. 

Fahy’s  30-vear naval career 
brought him back to the Pacific and 
he stayed in the Japan-Guam area 
until the,spring of 1946. Back in the 
states he was with the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel for three years 
where he was head of the enlisted 
discipline section. He next served in 
Pearl Harbor where he was 
Assistant Fleet Personnel Officer 
and promoted to captain. He then 
became commanding officer of an 
attack transport and then became 
head of the Officer Performance 
Branch of Naval Personnel. 

One of the most interesting years 
he spent with the navy, Fahy recalls 
was his year at the National War 
College, a singular honor. The 
National War College is concerned 


with high level planning and 
strategy. 

After this experience, Fahy 
became head of the operations 


branch on the staff of the 
Commander in Chief of the Pacific. 
In 1958 he became commander of
